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Town has two tax rates 


The impact of Prop. 2% and 
revaluation have finally come to 
measurable terms for Wil- 
mington property owners. The 
selectmen voted Monday night for 
a real estate tax classification 
formula. 

Under the formula accepted, 53 
percent of the town's $12,268,597 
tax levy will come from 
homeowners, and 47 percent from 
commercial property. 

In making his recommendation 
to the selectmen, Principal 
Assessor Anthony Krzeminski 
said that the formula would mean 
little change from previous years, 
in terms of percentage of the tax 


levy. 

Krzeminski said that the state 
had approved a system where 65 
percent was the minimum that 
the town could value residential 
property. He recommended a 92 
percent figure for residential, 
with 110 percent for industrial 
property 

The rate per thousand for 
residential property and open 
space is $19.86. The rate for 
commercial, industrial and 
personal property is $23.59. 

“I don’t want to be evasive, but 
it is a lengthy formula and it 
would take all of tonight and part 
of tomorrow to explain,”” he said

Plans approved for 


Main St 


The Wilmington Planning 
Board has endorsed plans for 
several lots of land along Main 
Street, and in front of the area 
proposed several months ago for 
housing for the elderly and low 
and moderate income housing. 
The vote was made Oct. 12, after 
a review of the board of appeals 
decisions. 

Several Wilmington firms, such 
as McNamara Tire, are located 
on the land. It is the property of 
the First National Bank of 
Boston. The board of appeals, on 
August 24 had decided on an 
approval of the plan with three 
lots which conform with the 
zoning bylaws, one which has 
insufficient frontage nd depth,

and a fifth lot having insufficient 
depth, at right angles to the street 
line. 

Attorney Simon Cutter ap- 
peared before the appeal board 
for the bank. The approved plan 
does not rule out any entrance to 
the land in which the elderly 
housing was proposed. 

The planning board has also 
endorsed a plan of land off West 
Street and adjacent to Route 93, 
now owned by the Howland 
Development Company of 
Woburn. The plan is being made 
for Land Court : 

The lot of land was formerly 
property of the Hupper family. It 
is zoned for industry and has a 
total of 5.5 acres 


Krzeminski said that the tax 
rate, figured on a factor of one, or 
equal value for all classifications, 
would be $21.45 per thousand. 

Krzeminski said that the 
revaluation had raised the value 
of the average house in 
Wilmington from $20,000 to 
$55,000. The tax bill for such a 
house, he said, would drop from a 
1982 figure of $1340 to $1092.86 for 
fiscal year 1983 

Anne Mahoney spoke up to say 
that houses which came in with a 
$55,000 revaluation had been 
assessed for $15,000. Krzeminski 
said that he was speaking of an 
average, not specifics. He said 
that he had checked with the 
Registry of Deeds for figures on 
1982 transactions, and that the 
revaluation figures had been 
within $5000 of the sale price. He 
called this extremely good 

Krzeminski said that his figures 
were true, but that the tax rates 
would have to be approved by the 
state. 

When Chairman Rocco DePas- 
quale asked if the selectmen 
should approve the tax rates 
immediately, Krzeminski said 
that the longer the selectmen 
took, the later the tax bills would 
go out. Bob Cain offered a motion 
to approve Krzeminski's 
recommendations.

Dome home approved 


On October 12, the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals opened the way 
for a Geodesic dome to be built off 
High Street. That type of home 
may be described as being a 
hemisphere, a building with a 
round, curved roof, and no real 
sides, 

It is described as being the 
strongest structural type, of any 
home, because of its triangular 
segments, but very few geodesic 
domes have been constructed, at 
least in this part of 
Massachusetts: The concept was 
originated by R. Buckminster 
Fuller, and has proved popular 
with alternative home builders 
and is often written about in 
magazines. 

Arthur Smith of Woburn Street 
owns the land, He sought, and was 
granted a 30 foot right-of-way to 
get to the houselot where the 


home will be built, A young man, 
Smith said, wants to build the 
home. 

In another case the appeals 
board granted the right of 
reversing the direction of a 
garage off Albany Street, and 
near the Shawsheen River in west 
Wilmington. David and Jeanne 
Sweeney had appeared before the 
board about a year ago and won 
the right to have the garage 
closer to the lot line than the law 
allows in an Official Map hearing. 

The couple wants the direction 
reversed because the paved 
street that they will be using was 
not the one on which they had 
made their original plans. The 
appeals board was sympathetic. 

William and Mary Busiek of 155 
Burlington Ave., appeared, 
seeking a variance for their land 
so that they can build a two car 
garage. Their home is the former 
Roberts estate and the old 
carriage shed of Fred Roberts is 
behind their home, but 100 feet 
distant. 

The problem was that the 
proposed garage would be but two 
feet from the lot line. After some 
discussion the board of appeals 
granted a continuance in order 
that the Busiek family can talk 
over the problems with a neigh- 
bor. 

A fourth case that was heard on 
October 12, was discussed later 
by the planning board and was 
disapproved by that board

Board sets fund 


raising 

Leaders of Tewksbury school 
related organizations hoping to 
fatten their coffers with fund 
raising events will soon face a 
somewhat strigent set of rules 
and regulations. Starting January 
1, 1983 student organization 
leaders will have to comply with 
the mandates of a policy 
governing future school related 
fund raisers adopted by 
unanimous consent of the school 
committee on September 29. 

The new policy forces school 
related groups, including athletic 
teams, parents advisory com- 
mittees and all others who 
propose touse-either—school 
facilities or students, to gain 
approval of a proposed event 
from their respective department 
heads and principals at least 90- 
days in advance. 

Officials hope that the policy 
will limit the number of fund 
raising events occurring at the 
same time and therefore reduce 
the number of fund raisers that 
fail 

The policy was drafted by a 
“fact finding sub-committee on 
fund raising" appointed last 
January. That group's Chairman 
Tony Romano explained that the 
idea of the policy was to trim fund 
raising events by forcing long 
range planning. 

He said that a lot of groups had 
conducted spur of the moment 
campaigns that were nat to 
succesful. Romano and fellow 
committee members Athletic 
Director Mickey Sullivan, 
Superintendent for Business John 
Ryan and Committeeman Jim 
Sullivan, said that school per- 
sonnel frequently are tempted 
into spur of the moment cam- 
paigns by fund raising sales 
material received in the mail. 

Sullivan said the idea of the 
policy is to control fund raising 
time. He said that from time to 
time several school groups 
conduct campaigns at the same 
time resulting in an overkill on 
potential contributors. Con- 
trolling the number of campaigns 
occurring at any given time, he 
says, will allow all groups a fair 
chance. 

Romano added that with the 
long range planning provision of 
the policy in effect “perhaps 
some of the ill fated ideas will fall 
by the wayside.” 

Romano said his group had 
wrestled with 30- 60- or 90-day 
notice and had even considered 
‘an appeals board should requests 
be denied, but the decision was 
for a strict 90-day notice. 

Romano said that the groups 
would be helped by the policy 
because they'll be forced to think 
ahead and’ because" keeping a 
master list of approved cam- 
paigns will allow for better 
scheduling of events 

The policy will allow groups 
whose requests are denied 
because they failed to meet the 90- 
day rule to appeal that decision to 
the superintendent 

The seven point policy 
governing fund raising in which 
either students, staff or school 
facilities are involved requires a 
written request for fund raising 
be presented to the principal. In 
cases where a department head, 
advisor or coach are invovled, the

request will first be submitted to 
them. If the advisor, department 
head or coach approves, the 
request is then sent to the prin- 
cipal for his approval. 

All requests must be presented 
at least 90-days prior to the start 
of fund raising. 

The superintendent's office will 
keep a_central systemwide 
register of all fund raising ac- 
tivities approved by all prin- 
cipals. In reviewing réquests, 
each principal will view that 
register to determine the amount 
of previously approved fund 
raisers for the requested dates 

‘The principal _is_ the over-all 
supervisor of all fund raising 
campaigns and has the right of 
final approval. In the event a 
request is denied due to a failure 
on the part of the applicant to 
meet the 90-day provision, the 
applicant may appeal the denial 
to the superintendent. 

In their request, the fund 
raising organization will have to 
describe the activity, name the 
location of the activity, explain 
what collected funds will be used 
for, specificy the campaign dates, 
explain what type of credentials 
students will present to potential 
contributors and what they will be 
offering for sale. 

Within 30-days after the 
campaign ends, the organization 
must tell school officials how 
much they raised 

The appeal provision was added 
only after Parents Advisory 
Committee (PAC) member Chris 
Butt, Citizens Advisory Council 
Chairman Mickey DeMeo and 
High School Princiap] William 
DeGregorio argued against the 
90-day rule. 

Butt and DeMeo, who had at 
first argued that PACs should not 
fall under the policy since they 
don’t use students, argued that 
the 9-day rule may preclude 
PACs, who frequently use school 
buildings, from raising funds 
until December. They said most 
PACs don't convene until Sep- 
tember and that they announce 
their fund raising plans at that 
time. 

“It is very unfair to group the 
PACs in this,’ Butt said. She 
added that school students nor- 
mally break into many sub- 
groups that each hold fund raisers 
while the PACs do not. 

However, Ryan said that the 
PACs would be governed by the 
policy if they use school buildings 
or property to host their fund 
raisers. He added that if PAC 
fund raisers are traditional, they 
can be scheduled right away 

DeGregorio said he would need 
discretion to approve smaller 
fund raisers that are rushed into 
operation. Although he said the 
high school plans ahead, there are 
times when quickly planned 
events need approval. He pointed 
to the spirit cup events at the high 
school as one example. Spirit cup 
events are planned by students 
and usually occur in conjunction 
with current events. 

DeGregorio proposed he be 
given discretionary power to 
approve such events, but Sullivan 
argued that if a loophole is 
created “everyone is going to 
come in under that.”

1889 town meeting elected dead man 


In terms of actual ac- 
complishment there is nothing to 
distinguish the annual town 
meeting of 1889 in Wilmington 
from other annual town metings 
of.nearly a century ago. The town 
meetings were, in those days, 
conducted by a moderator who 
was elected to that position just 
after the town clerk had declared 
the meeting to be in session. 
There was a warrant prepared for 
the occasion, with perhaps a 
dozen or so articles listing the 
items to be considered. And of 
course, there was the election of 
the selectmen, which was done by 
ballot, immediately after the 
moderator had been elected. 

Other officials were elected by 
voice vote after a nominating 
committee had made a report. 
Stich officials were the public 
weighers of merchandise and the 
measurers of leather, to name 
two, plus the common committee 
and the cemetery committee. 

The annual town meeting was 
on March 4, 1889. That was four 
months after the death of Dr. 
Henry Hiller. Instead of the usual 
25 to 35 males being present there 
were over 80. 

Their ladies were probably 
across the street preparing a 
luncheon downstairs in the 
Congregational Church. The town 
meeting always recessed for an 
hour or two for that lup¢heon. 

The old Free Will Baptist 
Church had been the town hall 
since about 1865, and since 1872 or 
1873 it was also the high school, 
and the library at a later date. 
Now the new combined grammar 
and high school was standing 
across from the common and the 
town hall was being used only as a 
town hall. 


The annual town meeting of 
1889. was crowded for two reasons. 
The first was a proposal to start a 
granite quarry in Wilmington. 
Ruins of that quarry may be seen 
today, off Taft. Road. 

A firm by the name of Clark and 
Aronson was proposing a 
railroad, with horse drawn 
freight cars, to run from the 
quarry to the line of the Boston & 
Lowell. There the granite would 
be put on freight cars of that 
railroad. 

Mrs. Dr. Hiller had been 
talking, ever since the death of 
her husband, about the con- 
struction of a $500,000 
mauseleum. Maybe it would be in 
Winchester, she said. Mayb e it 
would be somewhere else. 

She; was bein quoted ex- 
tensivély, in the Boston papers. 
There would be, she said, glass 
walls inside the rhauseleum, with 
the glass being two inches thick. 
Inside those walls the casket of 
her husband, and ultimately her 
own casket, would be on view 

‘There would be, 24 hours a day, 
two men on duty to guard that 
mauseleum and its precious 
caskets. 

The quarry, and the 
mauseleum, added up to new jobs 
for Wilmington men. No wonder 
they were attending the town 
meeting in record numbers. 

Warren Eames was elected 
moderator and the selectmen 
were elected by ballot, Then other 
officials were elected by voice 
vote after the nominating com- 
mittee made its report 

The nominating committee had 
an unusual item. 

It recommended that the name 
of Dr. Henry Hiller remain on the 
list_of_cemetery commissioners

First the town meeting voted to 
offer to Mrs. Dr. Hiller any lot, or 
combination of lots, unused, in 
Wildwood Cemetery for the site of 
the prdéposed mauseleum.

Today Presidential Drive 
Wilmington is on top of the hill 
where, ninety two years ago a 
quarry was proposed, It was to 
that quarry that the town meeting 
voted to have a railroad. That 
railroad was to take cut granite to 
the main line of the Boston & 
Lowell RR, but it, (the quarry 
railroad) was never constructed. 

Clark & Aronson, the firm 
which had proposed the quarry, 
did make an “oxen trail" through 
the woods, and build a small barn 
in which to keep their oxen. The 
“trail” was northeasterly of the 
present Swain Road, and roughly 
100 feet distant. 

They hauled some of the cut 
granite down to the present site of 
the Diamond Crystal Salt Co., toa 
field beside the railroad. The 
stone remained there for about 
half a century. One piece was 
used to make the World War I 
monument at the end of Glen 
Road. 

The “oxen trail’’ has disap- 
peared, as has the barn in which 


Second, it voted that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to 
notify Mrs. Dr. Hiller ofthe action 
of the town, and to extend a vote 
of thanks for the generous deeds 
done by her in relation to the 
town. 

Newly elected Rep. Edward M. 
Nichols was the first person 
named to that committee. The 
second was John T. Wild, 
superintendent of the ice house at 
Silver Lake, and the man who had 
sung at the funeral of Dr. Henry 
Hiller. And the third was Othneil 
Eames. Mr. Eames, the husband 
of her friend, had served in many 
official ways in the town, in- 
cluding selectmen, and was a 
man of prominence 

It was an impressive com- 
mittee from any-viewpoint. 

It is probable that the votes on 
those articles were the principal 
subject of discussion and self 
congratulation during that noon 
day luncheon in the church, but 
neither the railroad nor the 
mausoleum were ever built.

What does this mean? Simply, 
the Commission provides in- 
service teacher training - a 
system of continuing education 
and professional development 
programs for staff and teachers. 

How are teachers being helped 
in Wilmington? In recent years, 
they. have participated in 
workshops and new curriculum 
reviews in such subjects as 
health, science, math, reading, 
social studies, and language arts. 
There have been teacher in- 
teraction courses on discipline 


problems, self-esteem and 
adolescent development, 
promotion policies, gifted 


education and audio visual aids. 
Principals have taken training in 
computer literacy to meet the 
needs for computer education. 
Indeed, with all this available, 
we are assured that education is a 
top priority in our town. But let's 
see if more could be done. Let's 
look for a moment at a school 
district in Long Island, New York. 
This particular district spon- 
sored courses in reading skills for 
all subject teachers to make them 
aware of the need for better 
reading skills in all subject areas. 
Also, teachers were encouraged 
to take special courses (funded by 
the school district) at a nearby 
college, which afforded them 
college credits toward an in- 
crement in their pay scale. 
Summer workshop programs 
were held where three or four 
teachers were paid to work on 
setting up new curricula and 
teaching methods. Lastly, in- 
formative workshops and study 
sessions wre held with teachers 
from other districts to share 
knowledge and ideas. (This was 
perhaps the most rewarding for 
teachers who wanted more 
contact with their peers) 
Perhaps, though, the one factor 
which could do the most to assure 
competent teaching is parent

New study suggests the wealthy better stocks

It may seem almost perverse, but the well-to-do are ap- 

parently better stock market investors than the less 
affluent 

Those with incomes of more than $200,000 a year made 

an average 8.3 percent a year in capital gains in 1973 on 

sales of corporate shares. individuals earning from $0.00 to. 

$20,000 got a return of only 4.7 percent a year on the stocks 

they sold in that year

SCENE than to the academic 
/ Many academics believe 
that the stock market is “efficient.” This means, they ar- 
gue, that there are enough buyers and sellers active in the 
market and examining the latest public information on the 
individual corporations that it is extremely difficult for one 
investor to beat the market averages consistently. An indi 
vidual investor may have a string of luck and beat these 
averages for a while. But that is merely chance. Or an indi- 
vidual may choose riskier investments that pay a higher 
return and beat the market. However, with portfolios of 
equal average risk, the returns will vary only according to 
anormal distribution of chance 

Since a number of highly mathematical apalyses of mas- 
‘sive numbers of stock transactions in the early 1970s popu: 
larized the theory of efficient markets, investment manag: 
ers and academics have tried to find holes in this theory. 
After all, if the theory was right, the investor might as well 
choose a diversified portfolio by throwing darts al the stock 
market tables of the Wall Street Journal. 

Certain investment managers, such as Value Line. 
Templeton, or Wright Investors, have claimed to consis- 
tently beat the broad stock market averages with their rec- 
ommendations or actual portfolios. Batterymarch Finan: 
cial Management, a Boston firm, also has maintained that 
ithas found fess-than-perfect, and thus profitable, corners

of the market at various times. 

Now two National Bureau of Economic Research econo- 
mists, Martin Feldstein and Shlomo Yitzhaki, claim tohave 
evidence that “the corporate stock owned by high-income 
investors appreciates substantially {aster than the stock 
Owned by investors with lower income. . .. The evidence 
indicates that the differences are targe and that they have 
persisted for a long time." (Dr. Feldstein has just left the 
Presidency of the bureau to become chiairman of President 
Reagan's Council of Economic Advisers. Mr. Yitshaki is a 
professor at the Hebrew University of Jerusalem.) 

An advocate of the theory of efficient markets, Fischer 
Black, a professor of finance at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's Sloan School of Management, says the paper 
offers only “very indirect evidence of portfolio perfor 
mance." The two authors themselves admit that since their 
Paper is the first evidence of income-class differences in 
investment performance, the results “must be regarded 
with some caution 

Popular views probably would hold that the rich have 
better sources of information and spend more time manag 
ing their portfolios and thus should do better than the poor 
or less affluent. But that argument does not satisfy the aca 

demics. They figure there are enough people with good 
information to quickly evaporate any special stock market 
opportunities by buying and pushing up the price. 

Messrs. Feldstein and Yitzhaki, who analyzed a sample 
of 57,676 individual federal income-tax returns that re- 
ported stock capital gains in'1973, also note in their paper 
Some possible explanations for this rich-poor phenomenon 

It could be. they say, that higher-income groups enjoy 
Sreater share-price increases because they take systemati: 
cally greater risks. That would square with the theory of 
efficient markets. The data, they admit, provides no way of 
evaluating the riskiness of investors’ portfolios. In any 
case, they note. the differences in returns are so large thal 
the degree of riskiness would have to vary very substan 
Wally to account for them 

Further, it could be that high-income individuals have 


more and better ‘‘inside"’ information. But the two find no 
indication in the data that their short-term investments do 
better than their long-term buys. 

As to the argument that the well-to-do can devote more 
time and other resources to portfolio management, 
Feldstein and Yitzhaki note that smaller investors can also 
buy professionally managed mutual funds, Nonetheless, 
the richer investors usually would be putting smaller 
amounts of money into an individual stock choice than a 
mutual furid, and thus might not alter the market price so 
much by an investment. 

Finally, the authors admit that their findings may be 
only the result of a “statistical artifact,” a tendency for 
lower-income individuals to underreport capital gains more 
than the well-to-do. But they find no evidence of that. 

So, if the rich get rich by being better investors, that 
may explain to some degree their relatively high share of 
the nation’s wealth. But Mr. Black isn't persuaded. The evi- 
dence, he says, is too indirect. The paper, he says, should be 
titled: "Why do high-income investors realize so many cap- 
ital gains? nm *

After months of publicity about 
threatened cuts in federal aid and 
loans for college students, there are 
millions of dollars still available in 
unused student loan money this 
year, says Gordon Van der Water of 
the Education Commission of the 
States. The Reagan administration 
is expected to press for more cuts 
next year 

For students like Emily Bailey of 
Ankeny, lowa, the “months of 
tussling between Congress and the 

White House over federal assistance 
have meant lengthy delays in get 
ting her federally guaranteed 
student loan this year to attend Des 
Moines Area Community College 
But despite the delay, she's almost 
sure to get the money she needs. 

Colleges are especially concerned 
about poor and minority students not 
even bothering to apply for student 
aid because they don’t think it's 
available. The Consortium for 
Financing Higher Education, a 
group of 30 private colleges, has 
closely monitored changes in the 
socioeconomic mix of its member 
colleges during the past six years. 
According to the consortium's 
legislative liason, Ted Bracken, so 
far there has been no significant 
change. 

Jack Sheehan, director of student 
financial aid at Boston University 
says aid applications there are down

Mr. Van der Water expects a rush 
on programs that many students 
didn’t even apply for because of 
discouraging reports of cutbacks or 
stringent new eligibility 
requirements. “As word leaks out 
we'll see a surge in volume," he

But remember that room and 
board and tuition costs are rising 
substantially. So while students get 
the same amoust of money, they 
have to pay a bigger bill," adds Van 
der Water. 

College costs are up, although less 


than many expected, according to 
the College Scholarship Service in 
New York. Tuition costs at public 
colleges and universities are up an 
average of 20 percent over last year 
At private colleges, average tuition 
costs are up more than 13 percent 

Van der Water's biggest concern 
that students will drop out or be 
scared off from applying for college 
loans from what they hear and read.

Many student aid administrators 
and some on Capitol Hill think 
Congress is likely to override 
President Reagan's veto announced 
Aug.” 28 of the $14.1 billion sup: 
plemental appropriations bill that 
shaves off some thicker slices of 
student aid. If Reagan's veto holds, 
the student aid chunk of that bill 
would get cut from $2.27 billion to 
about $1.4 billion. Among the cuts 
included in that bill are a 7 percent 
dip in the anqual maximym, Pell 
grant (based on need) 

Alongside the tug of war for 
student aid funds are some new and 
tighter rules cn federal student loan 
dollars, including 

The cutoff of National Direct 
Student Loans to more than 400 
schools with a repayment default 
rate of more than 25 percent. To 
prevent that, the school must either 
step up collection or turn the bad 
loans over to the US Education 
Department. Congress will vote on 
this new regulation in September. 

‘The stepping up of collection of 
those overdue student loan payoffs 
by private debt collection agencies 
instead of by Education Department 
employees. 

Requiring compliance with 
military draft registration laws in 
order to take advantage of any 
federal student aid. This bill 
awaiting President Reagan's 
signature, would require every 18 
and 19-year old male student who 
applies for financial aid to file a 
statement saying he has registered 
for the draft.

Medical information sheet

WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a 
major effort to tell consumers more 
about medicines, doctors soon will 
hand out infgrmation sheets written 
clearly and"Simply about the drugs 
they are prescribing 

The patient medication in- 
struction sheets are being made 
ayailable to the nation's 435,000 
physicians at a nominal charge by 
the American Medical Associciation 


with support from 14 drug 
manufacturers. 
The 5% -inch sheets now 


cover 20 of the most widely 
presc-ibed drugs or drug classes. 
Eventually the AMA expects to 
cover about 140 drugs. 


‘The instructions describe the 
purpose of the drug, how it is to be 
taken, and any side effects that 
might develop — both the kind the 
patient can ignore and more serious 
ones the patient should report to the 
doctor. 


The first sheet, for example, deals 
with furosemide, a very potent 
diuretic that helps reduce the water 
in the body by increasing the flow of 
urine. It is effective in patients with 
impaired kidney function and it also

After describing its uses, the sheet 
cautions the patient that before 
using the medicine; a woman should 
tell the physician about any 
allergies to medicines, if she is 
pregnant or intends to become 
pregnant while using this medicine 
is breast feeding, is taking any other 
medicines or if he or she has other 
medical problems. 


The next sectiog covers the 
dosages for furosentide. It notes the 
drug may cause the patient to have 
an unusual feeling of tiredness when 
he begins to take it.

For high blood pressure, the sheet 


says the patient must continue’ to 
take the medicine “‘even if you feel 
well, if you expect to keep your 


blood pressure down.” 
‘The next section lists precautions 
to take while using furosemide. The 


instructions note that the medicine 
may cause a loss of potassium and 
the doctor may want the patient to 
consume more potassium or take a 
medicine to help prevent the loss of 
potassium or to reduce his or her 
salt intake. 

In discussing side effects, 15 rare 
problems are listed that should be 
reported to the physician. They 
include such effects as joint pain, 
nausea and a weak pulse. 

Listed side effects that may not 
require medical attention are 
diarrhea, dizziness, increased 
sensitivity of skin to sunlight and an’ 
upset stomach ‘

Ancient voyagers to the New World

Pity poor Christopher Columbus 

Most every year, some new PhD dredges up 
fresh signs of pre-Columbian visits to the New 
World and the venerable explorer slips another 
notch from the high place he used to occupy in our 
history books 

Now, on the eve of Columbus Day, comes evi 
dence from the floor of Rio de Janeiro’s Guanabara 
Bay that may prove others beat Columbus. 

Maritime archaeologist Robert F. Marx, an 
American with three partners in the Brazilian firm 
Fenicia Pesquisas Arqueologicas, this week linked 
a number of underwater relics found in Rio Bay to 
an ancient shipwreck 

Marx calls the finds perhaps “‘one of the most 
important discoveries ever made in the field of un 
derwater archaeology.” 

It is significant because, although most scholars 
believe that mariners beat Columbus to the New 
World by almost two millenniums, no one has been 
able to tie the many pre-Columbian artifacts scat 
tered around the Americas to an actual voyage 

“No one,” Marx says, “*has been able to explain 
convincingly how they got there. 

Actually, Marx's touted evidence is not new. Six 
years ago, Brazilian scuba diver José Texeira 
Pulled up two large, encrusted Roman amphorae 
ceramic jars later dated to the 2nd century BC 
while spear fishing off the Ilha do Governador 
about 10 miles out from Rio, The find sent ripples of 
excitement through the Brazilian press, which 
quickly identified the jars as Greek or Phoenician 

But scholars were skeptical, and many brushed 
off the affair as a headline-grabbing hoax. Further 
exploration was snagged in a wrangle between the 
Brazilian government, which monitors the coastal 
waters, and Texeira, who refused to divulge the lo 
cation of his dive unless the government cut him in

When Marx first heard about the amphorae, he 
was told the urns probably were brought over much 
later, and either dumped or lost in the water. But 
last year, a fisherman in in waters several hundred 
miles north of Rio, pulled up a Phoenictan-style 
platter Marx's interest was piqued again 

Why would anyone haul ancient amphorae 
from Europe and dump them in the sea 15 kilome- 
ters off the shore in dangerous waters?” he asked 
rhetorically. And he noted that shards of amphorae 
recovered {rom the site were encrusted with a coral 
that no longer grows in polluted Guanabara Bay. 

After a series of exploratory dives around the 
bay in recent days, Marx announced "'I'm positive 
it’s an ancient shipwreck, possibly Phoeniclan, but 
probably Roman." 

Marx said he has so far located what is “cer 
tainly a wreck site" that stretches ‘three tennis 
courts in size. I've dug a meter deep in mud with my 
own hands and come up with pleces of amphorae, 
and found others attached to coral and rock." 

A husky, ruddy Ploridian, Marx is a veteran of 
some 2,000 excavations on land and in the water. He 
discovered two of Columbus’ ships on the floor of the 
Caribbean, and helped uncover the bones of the ex: 
plorer himself in a cathedral in Spain 

He was knighted by the Spanish crown for dupli: 
cating Columbus’ voyage, down to the cumbersome 
costumes and 15th-century technology. He has been 
harassed by pirates, who once dynamited waters 
where he was diving, leaving him temporarily deaf 

Marx's worst problems have not been pirates, 
but what followed his tweeking the national pride of 
some 40 republics where he has worked 

Now, Marx says, Portugal has complained to 
Brazil that he has “defamed” Cabral by suggesting 
Brazil was discovered much earlier (even though 
history books document two Spanish voyages to 
Brazil six months before Cabral drifted there in

The last lynching 


Whenever they start cleaning up the book shelves of this 
office and throwing away old documents I get distracted and 
waste a couple of hours. This time it Is a discarded red-cov 
ered copy of the World Almanac 1958, published by the New 
York World-Telegram and Sun, 

I turned immediately to something that interested me. 
“‘Lynchings."' It ts a disagreeable subject. As a matter of fact 
{ts one of the most disagreeable subjects I know. Yet in a 
Sense it is inspiring, too. Look in the current 1981 World Al- 
‘tmanac ("Over 41 million Copies Sold. .} The Best Selling 
Almanac for 113 Years") and you won't find “Lynchings 
even listed. There aren't any. This distressing blot on Amert- 
ca’s good name that was whispered about all over the world 
isno more. 

The Almanac of 1958 was different. Consider the change 
In 1915, forty years before, when David Wark Griffith, 
America's first major film director made the famous “The 
Birth of a Nation,’ audiences cheered when the robed 
knights of the Ku Klux Klan came galloping to save the im 
periled heroine. 

‘That sets me off on another sidetrack. Griffith (1880-1948) 
went to work on the old Biograph lot when the movie industry 
went to Hollywood, Griffith, you will learn from the office 
encyclopedia, ‘introduced the fade-in, the fade-out, the long 
shot, the full shot, the close-up, the moving-camera shot, the 
fash-back, crosscutting and MONTAGE." Whew! He was 
the pioneer. And, to come back to my original subject, he 
turned for romance to a social cleavage that was still a legiti- 
mate subject of melodrama halfway between the Civil War 
and today, however repulsive it is now. 

Let's look at page 312 of my soon-to-be-discarded World 
Almanac of 1988. It {s unemotionally labeled "Vital Statis: 
tics: Lynchings in the United States." It lists 115 in 1900, and 
130 in 1901, but in 1959 there were none, Figures were gath- 
ered by Tuskegee Institute, Ala., the Negro school, the Alma- 
hac says. In parallel! columns giving “‘year,"" “race” (Whites 
or Negroes), and ‘‘total"’ the book matter-of-factly presents 
the statistical record, Raise your hands in horror or in thank: 

“fulness as the mood strikes you, but the point is that the 
figures dectine and ultimately disappear. 

Let's trace the figures by five-year intervais. I will use the 
same system as the almanac does, ‘‘W"' for white, “‘N" for 
Negro. I will just interpolate a bit to say that the year 1902 
was the first with the total below three digits.

The World Almanac for the next year, by the way, drops 
this tabular comparison of lawlessness for good. Besides 
race, of course, it involved the problems of the frontier. In 
dismissing the matter the 1959 Almanac explains “Pull | 
publicity, punishment of outlaws and other drastic efforts to 
stop lawlessness cut down mob action until there were no 
lynchings in 1952, 1953, 1954, 1956 and 1957. There was one in 
1961 and there were 3 in 1955," 

And so in these calm figures is the melodrama of a social 
revolution: the gradual winding down of an unacceptable 300- 
year ethnic relationship, the tardy but nevertheless inexora- 
bie adjustment to a better way of things. It’s an improvement 
that, itis to be hoped. is still going on in other fields. America 
is often criticized, and justly, for its imperfections but it has

Roads and drunken drivers — two of ~ 


America's most deadly compahions — soon. 
may be getting together a lot less often. 

Within the past seven months, lawmakers 
in 30 states and the District of Columbia have 
enacted new laws aimed at keeping intoxt 
cated motorists off both highways and 
byways. 

‘The newest and potentially most far 
reaching of these statutes, due to take effect 
in Massachusetts Sept. 1, makes conviction 
and punishment more certain for the drunken 
driver, as well as the liquor establishments 
that habitually serve these problem drinkers. 

Although the measure is not as tough in 
penalties as some Bay State lawmakers 
wanted, it does make it impossible for repeat 
offenders to avoid penalties, with a manda

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tory 60 days in jall awaiting anyone convicted 
for driving while intoxicated (DWI) for a 
third time. The penalty also includes loss of 
Griver’s license for five years plus a $500 to 
$1,000 fine. 

Under the law, second offenders spend 
seven days behind bars or two weeks in an 
alcoholism residential treatment center. 
‘They also face a $200 to $1,000 fine and a two 
year license suspension. 

Unlike a few other states that have simi: 
larly moved to crack down on drunken driv 
ers, Massachusetts will not be required to jail 
a first offender unless a fatal accident is in: 
volved. But there is a 30-day license suspen 
sion and a fine of at least $100. In addition, the 
sentencing judge can order attendance in an 
alcohol treatment program. 

A new category of crime, that of vehicular 
homicide, covers drunk driving that results in 
a death. Such convictions will mandate a 
minirhum one-year imprisonment penalty. A

driver's responsibility for a highway fatality

More than one-half of the 341 traffic deaths 
in the commonwealth this year have been al 
cohol-related, according to Gov. Edward J 
King, who pressed for passage of the anti 
drunken driver statute. 

Meanwhile, in neighboring Rhode Island, a 
new law to make the state's highways safer 
has been in effect since July 1. It includes a 
one-year license suspension for a first offense 
and 10 to 20 days in jail for second DWI con- 
victions. The measure also establishes the 
Presumption of intoxication if motorists 
stopped for a breath test are found to have a 
0.10 percent alcohol content in their system, 

New Jersey's latest response to drunk 
driving is a mandatory six-month license sus- 
pension for first-time convictions.

Ask a robot to show you around Japan's Expo ‘85 
Even seeing-eye dogs and nurses could be replaced by machines

‘Tsukuba, Japan 

Be prepared to be greeted by a robot (he may even bow 
in the Japanese tradition) if you plan to visit Expo '& 
three years hence in this new city built for scientific 
research. 

Not only will a robot shake your hand and utter a word 
of welcome, but it will also be on hand to guide you to the 
pavilions of your choice and provide you with hamburgers 
— or sashimi if your tastes run to raw fish. It will even 
sign autographs for your children as well as insert a 
stamp or coin into their notebooks. 

The presence of some 30 mobile robots at the world 
exposition to be held in 1985 some 40 miles north of Tokyo 
is enough for promoters of the fair to dub it the “Robot 
Expo.” 

‘That robots should play so conspicuous a role in a 
world fair hosted by Japan is not surprising. Japan out- 
strips all other countries in the manufacture and use of 
robots. According to the Robot Institute of America, Ja- 
pan had 14,246 programmable robots or 59 percent of the 
world’s total in 1981. Its nearest rival, the United States, 
lags well behind with 4,100 

More than half of Japan's robots are used by the auto- 
mobile, electric machinery, and appliance manufacturing 
industries. But robots are also prominent in the plastics, 
metal products, steel, and metal-processing machinery 
industries 

A visit to the Mechanical Engineering Laboratory in 
‘Tsukuba, close to the site of Expo "85, gives a glimpse into 
the future of Japanese robotics. 

A technician at this research laboratory run by the 
Agency of Industrial Sct- 
ence and Technology 
trundles out a squat-look- 
ing knee-high machine 
laced with electronic etr- 
cuitry. He explains how it 
does practically every 
thing but bark. It's a ro- 
bot seeing-eye dog 

‘The model, still tn the 
research stage, uses ul- 
trasonic sound to detect 
the distance between the 
robot and an obstacle 
ahead. Within 45 millisec- 

onds it can convey a vibrating sensation to the person 
signaling whether to start, stop, turn left, or turn right. 

‘The visitor is also shown a robot arm that fully pro- 


duces the function of the human arm. Even the fingers on 

the hand operate independently. Another robot is capable 

of lifting a severely handicapped patient and carrying this 
person to a chair or bed. 

A movie illustrates the 
progress made on a six- 
legged machine with arti 
ficial hands and feet that 
has timited —decision- 
making ability and can 
see and feel itself around 
a room. In another scene, 
a driverless automobile 
moves forward and 
weaves from side to side 
to avold obstacles as 
though driven by an in 
visible hand. It is, in fact, 
a completely autonomous 
automobile run by artifi- 
cial intelligence. 

As robots march from 
the pages and screens of science fiction into the workplace 
and even into private homes, their ever-increasing pres 
ence has become a subject of scrutiny and debate 

Their advantages are well documented: A robot faith- 
fully repeats actions it has been taught over and over 
again. It never makes mistakes. It never slows down 
Never stops for a break. Never takes a vacation. Does 
hard, hazardous, dirty, and boring work without com: 
plaint. And it improves productivity because a robot ‘is 
good for two shifts."” At least this last attribute was 
stressed at the huge Mazda automobile plant, just outside 
Hiroshima 

At the same time Japanese workers who have been 
more willing to accept robots than their American or Eu- 
ropean counterparts are beginning to raise questions 
about their own futures in an industrial robot world 

For the time being though “'the workers don't view 
them as a friend, but they don't regard them as an enemy 
either,”" according to a management official at Mazda. 

A labor union spokesman at the same automobile plant 
cautions: “Up to now robots have been friends to our 
members. However with the prospect of lower production 
{in the event world recession deepens] the adoption of ro: 
bots on a large scale will have an adverse impact on 
employment.”” 

Although no official stand on robots had been taken by 
his union “we do see mechanical and potentially mental 
problems ahead." 

Physically, he said, he thought robots could be hazard- 
ous because they are always moving around Of greater 


to him though was that the worker “will be iso: 
lated frorn his fellow workers. There will be no instant 
rescue. If something . the worker will be left 
alone.” Although it did not happen at Mazda, which ranks 
among the world’s top 10 automobile producers, one 
worker has been crushed by a robot in Japan 

At Mazda some 385 robots are used for welding and 
painting. Unlike C3PO in “Star Wats" or the expo robots 
these robots are little more than working mechanical 
arms with no face, legs, or torso. A sign above a Mazda 
assembly line of welding robots ig a spray of sparks 
across the floor notifies the visitor that each robot welds 
on average, 19 different spots on a car as it rolls by. 

This is dirty, dangerous work and most workers are 
glad to be free of it. Once the worker recognizes their 
need, robots are not only accepted, but also regarded 
sometimes as a friendly rival. The worker may feel suffi- 
ciently stimulated to increase his productivity to match 
that of the robot. In some cases, workers have bestowed 
affectionate nicknames on robots they work with 

Japan's apparent willingness to accept robots has left 
many union leaders in the United States and Europe 
scratching their heads in wonder. 

But industry spokesmen in Japan attribute much of 
this acceptance to the ability of both plant managers and 
workers to put their heads together a decade ago to devise 
the best ways of using and improving the then primitive 

c machines, 

This coupled with 
what may be a natural 
curiosity in machines 
plus a low unemployment 
rate have made Japanese 
less suspicious of robots 
than their Western 
counterparts. 

‘Another potent factor 
was that robots started 
making their mark at a 
time when Japanese in 
dustry was putting a 
freeze on hiring because 

of the adverse affects of the 1973 oil crisis. That freeze, 
coupled with an explosion in consumer-produced goods, 
encouraged the trend toward robots since they helped re 
duce work overloads. 


The automation carried out in the 1960s and 1970s oc: 
curred mainly at large corporations while smaller com: 
panies picked up the extra workers, But robotization is 
now advancing at such a pace and in both large and small 
industries that extra workers have nowhere to go.

Children's Museum signs 
agreement for wharf 


The Children’s Museum an- 
nounced today the signing of an 
agreement with Boston's Museum of 
Transportation to acquire the 
Transportation Museum's share in 
Museum Wharf, their jointly owned 
and operated facility on Boston's 
Fort Point Channel, and the laun- 
ching of an intensive special cam- 
paign to raise $1.2 million by year- 
end to finance the purchase. 


The Museum of Transportation, 
faced with financial difficulties, 
closed its doors to the public on May 
17. They plan to reorganize and open 
on a smaller scale at a new location 
within two years. 


Children’s Museum Director, 
Michael Spock, said, “The move 
downtown was the right decision for 
us. We have a handsome, 
economical home that really ac- 
commodates our comprehensive 
services to the children, parents and 
teachers of Boston and New 
England. Since our move attendance 
has increased 250 percent. We just 
ended the last fiscal year in the 
black, and in spite of inflation, sharp 
federal cuts and Proposition 2%, we 
will have a balanced budget in the 
coming year.” 


Since 1975, the Museum has raised 
$5.5 million in capital contributions 
towards the realization of the move 
to Museum Wharf. The special 
acquisition campaign {s part of a 
remaining $3 million goal to finance 
completion of renovations, land- 
scaping and exhibits,, and to 
establish program endowment 
funds

With the agreement, 17,000 square 
feet of space will be absorbed by the 
Children’s Museum to complete 
their occupancy of the first four 
floors of the building. Floors 5 and 6, 
containing 48,000 square feet, are 
being reserved for long-range 
growth, and will be leased to com- 
patible non-profit and commercial 
tenants. Hunneman and Company 
are brokers for the project, Per- 
manent project financing, in the 
form of City of Boston Industrial 
Revenue Bonds, has been un 
derwritten by the Neworld and 
Mutual Banks. 


Museum Wharf has received 
national recognition for the 
renovation of a 19th Century wool 
warehouse and pier into a mixed-use 
cultural-commercial facility 
housing the two museums, shops, 
restaurants, offices and a water- 
front park; and for its innovative 
combination of public and private 
financing. 


Spock noted, “Everyone involved 
should feel proud of what has been 
accomplished, The two museums 
pioneered a neighborhood that is 
now Boston's hottest development 
area, With’ the early help of 
visionary supporters in business, 
foundations and the government, we 
created a first-rate cultural facility 
and public park that is enjoyed by 
thousands of people and even con- 
tributes taxes to the city. I feel badly 
that our friends at the Museum of 
‘Transportation, who worked so long 
and hard to realize this dream, will 
not be with us to share the fruits of 
their labor, We thank them, wish 
them well, and hope that this 
agreement provides at least part of 
the resources they need for a fresh 
and success(ul start in a new 
location.”
